Crank Tries to See Roose- 


velt But is Prevented 


by Police, 


?TEJW YORK, Feb. 14.—The 
first 
at- 


tempt of an unwelcome visitor to call 
upon President Roosevelt since his ar- 
rival in New York occurred early to-day, 
when a man who called himself William 
Waldorf- Jackson Jr. of Lowell, 
Miiss., 


called at the home of Douglas Robinson, 
422 Madison avenue, where the Prcsidgnt 
stopped for the night, and asked to hAve 
his card sent to the President. 


The secret service men and policemen 


on guard about the entrance informed 
the man that the President had not yet 
arisen, and asked him to call again. 


He'was not arrested but went to a 


hotel, saying he would return later. 


In ' answer to questions as to his 


Identity and why he wanted to see the 
President, Jackson said he wished 
to 


confer with the President as to reforms 
fa government and that he was a self- 
Eominated candidate for the Presidency 
In 1836, 1900 and 1904. 


He declared that he was the proprietor 


of the Hotel Hamilton in Lowell. 


WATCHED BY POLICE. 


His movements are being watched by 


the police.. . 
Jackson seemed perfectly willing to 


talk about himself and his plans. 


"I wished to speak with President 


Roosevelt," he said, "with a view to im- 
parting to him some valuable informa- 
tion as to how the office he holds should 
be conducted. I came early, so as not 
to take up the President's time, for I 
know he is very busy. I shall go oh the 
stump through the southwest in 1908, and 
try to convert the public in that section 
to my. way of thinking.

Waldorf Jackson Jr., and I am very 
anxious to speak with you." 


After telling the old man that he was 


very busy and. that he would . prefer to 
have htm call tomorrow or the day fal- 
lowing, the detective then bade his vis- 
itor "good day" and turned inside the 
door.

His persistent claim that he has a mis- 


sion to reform national politics and th&t 
some day he expects to be President; f^r 
a long time have been familiar to Lowell 
residents.

He has announced his candidacy, in- 


dependent of any party or persons, on 
several occasions. 


He wrote several letters to President 


McKinley bearing on the financial ques- 
tion and on foreign policies, and it is said 
has also written letters to President 
Roosevelt.

dent rose rather late today and had few 
'visitors during the forenoon. His plans 
for the day included luncheon at the 
University Club at 1 o'clock und a quiet 
afternoon with friends at the residence of 
.Douglas Robinson, his brother-in-law. 


About 6 o'clock this evening the Presi- 


.dent will resume 'his interrupted activity. 
At'that hour he will leave his brother- 
in-law's house and drive directly to Lit- 
tle Hungary, where the banquet of the 
Hungarian Club is to be held.

SENATOR FLINT INSPECTS 


OAKLAND HARBOR 


Prominent Citizens flake a Tour 


With the Senator=Elect 


—Promises Made. 


United States Senator-elect F. P. Flint 


of Los Angeles, and formerly of Oakland 
and San Francisco, was the guest to-day 
of the Oakland Board of Trade on a trip 
around Oakland. 


The trip was a pleasant one notwith- 


standing a leaden sky and a cool breeze. 


THE TRIP. 


The trip was undertaken with the idea 


of making the congressional guests bet- 
ter acquainted with the harbor so that 
they might act with a better under- 
standing of its needs when they assume 
their official duties in the next Congress. 


Senator Flint was met at the Palace 


Hotel, San Francisco,' at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning by James P. Taylor and Edwin 
Stearns, respectively, acting chairmen of 
the harbor and-water front commutes, 
and secretary of the Oakland Board of 
Trade. 
After a short breakfast In the 
grill room, Senator Flint and Represen- 
tative McKinlay and-the committee were 
driven to the -Washington street wharf 
where the U. S. S. "Golden Gate," Car/t. 
J. C. Cantwell. awaited them.

Flames Destroy Hotel in 


Cbicago--fiiiests

Escape! 


CHICAGO, Feb. H.—Fire partly de- 


stroyed 
the' Brevoort: "House, 1435 


Madison street, early .today causing a 
loss of 1100,000. to the building and ho- 
tel furniture and forcing 150 guests to 
make a hurried departure. , • 
, 


Three firemen were injured, one se- 


verely, before the flames, which burn- 
ed for nearly an. hour, burst".through 
the roof of the building, after it was 
thought they had been extinguished. 
None of the guests was hurt: . 


The fire, which started from crossed 


electric light wires about 2:30 o'clock, 
was discovered'by a bell boy, 
who 


was almost overcome by smoke 'in 
arousing guests and employes of the 
hotel. -"When the firemen reached the 
scene the flames had eaten their 
way through the third floor and-had 
made 
considerable progress upward 


through the walls. 


The smoke, which was dense, hamp- 


ered the firemen in their work while 
the guests were scampering-by every 
avenue of escape to reach a place of 
safety and the hotel employes were 
busy in arousingHhem by telephone in 
the rooms. 


While fighting the flames in the ho- 


tel barroom, three firemen .were Injur- 
ed, one seriously, by the collapce of 
the ceiling. 


The fire was mostly confined to the 


rear of the: building, which was gut- 
ted from the basement to; the roof. 
The hotel which is eight stories high, 
is owned by the Hannah i Hogg Com- 
pany and is one of the oldest in the 
city. - Nearly ..all:.;of the guests were 
from" Western States. 


Many of them escaped from the 


place by a rear fire escape.

REFERENCE TO WAR. 


The only reference to the Russo- 


Japanese war which the King said 
'unhappily continues," was to an- 
nounce that "my government has been 
careful to observe In the strictest 
manner the obligations Incumbent 
upon a neutral power." 


The lengthiest paragraph, devoted 


to the Balkans, says the situation 
continues to give cause tar anxiety. 
The measures adopted at the instance 
of the Austro-Russian government! 
have been Instrumental la 'bringing 
about some amelioration in the state 
of the disturbed districts, but "these 
measures have still to be supplemented 
by radical reforms, especially of the 
financial system, before any permanent 
improvements can be effected In the 
administration of these' provinces «f 
the Turkish empire." 


PEACE PROPOSALS. 


The speech noted with satisfaction 


that the Austro-Russian government* 
had addressed to the Porte proposals 
for this purpose, and added that the 
British government was In communi- 
cation with the Powers concerned upon 
this important subject. 


Congratulatory reference! were mad* 


to the visit of the King and Queen of 
Portugal to England, to the ratification 
of the Anglo-French convention, and 
to the arbitration agreements with 
Sweden, Portugal and Switzerland. 


NORTH SEA INCIDENT. 


The speech also mentioned the in- 


ternational 
commission 
"entrusted 


wltii the investigation of the circum- 
stances .connected with the disaster to. 
British trawlers, which resulted from 
the act%n of the Russian fleet in the 
North,Sea, and of apportioning the 
responsibility for this deplorable In- 
cident"

; The Kin'jf expressed the hope that 
the steps to establish a representative 
constitution for the Transvaal would 
result in substantial progress toward 
the ultimate goal of complete 
self- 


government. 


The Kinj- referred to the Thibetan 


expedition, to the exchange of visits 
between representatives of Lord Curs- 
bn of Kedleston, the Viceroy of India 
and the Ameer of Afghanistan, ,to dis- 
cuss questions affecting the relations 
of the two governments and concluded 
with mentioning the proposais for the 
re-distribution of parliamentary seats 
to be laid before the Commons, the 
alien bill to be introduced and 
the 


legislation dealing with the unemploy- 
ed, besides other Important domestic 
legislation.

RETURNS OF 
CZAR'S 


KILLED AND WOUND- 


ED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, February 14.—The 


official returns for the first year of the 
war, not including the Port Arthur sta- . 
tistics, show that 130.439 officers ana men 
passed through the hospitals going north,] 
of 
which 
number 
1710 
officers 
were 


wounded and 13US were sick; 53.800 men 
were wounded and 7:1,581 were sick; 4007 
subsequently 
died 
in 
hospitals;. 
6474 


wounded and 11.24S sick were invalided; 
9,429 returned to Russia, and 21,554 are 
still in hospital. 
Over 77,000, therefore, 


presumably returned to the ranks. 
These figures, do not include the number 


of those killed .on the field of battle nor 
probably ihose slightly injured, who re- 
mained temporarily in field hospitals. 


The showing is considered remarkably 


good. 
The proportion dying in hospitals 
is very low, the total loss to the active 
army in wounded and sick being a little 
over 50,000, of whom almost half have 
stJll a chance of returning to the ranks. 
The other half will be invalided or re- 
turned to Russia. 


The killed in battle are estimated to 
have numbered between 40,000 and 50,000.

CITY COUNCIL ORDERS THIRTY 


FOR THE USE OF OAKLAND'S 


CITIZENS. 


At the Municipal election, which is 


to be held on March 13, more than half 
of the citizens will vote by machines. 
There will be a total of thirty ma- 
chines in the fifty-three precincts of 
the city. This was the derision reach- 
ed last night when a contract v.-as 
clinched between the City Council and 
Frank C. Jordan, 
representing the 


Standard Voting Machine. 


Mr.*Jordan stated that he had $25,- 


000 worth of the machines 
at 
the 


Santa Fe depot awaiting the pleasure 
of tie city. 


"All that I ask of the city in return 


for practically conducting the election 
of the city by machines is that 
the 


city will bear the expense of the ex- 
pressage. All of the other expenses, 
except those on election day and while 
the machines are being exhibited, will 
be borne by me. I have inserted into 
the contract the figure 55 a machine 
as the proper amount to cover the ex- 
pressage. 
If it costs more tlian that 
1 will stand it. If it costs less I will 
refund the difference. 


"So that the voters may have time 


to familiarize themselves with the ma- 
chines I would suggest that seven of 
them be placed in each of the seven 
wards on exhibition." 


"T. move the adoption of the resolu- 


tion adopting 
the 
machines," 
said 


Aitken. 


Fitzgerald seconded the motion and 


it was carried. 


In the Second and Fifth Wards four 


machines will be used. Six machines 
•will be used in the Third and Fourth 
Wards. Only one will be used in the 
Sixth Ward and four in the First Ward.

lowing report on the subject:

MAYOR OLNEY SENDS MESSAGE 


TO THAT EFFECT TO CITY 


COUNCIL. 


Mayor Olnoy made a request to the 


City Council last night that three ord- 
inances, which he termed "obsolete," 
be rescinded. The request is in line 
with his crusade1 against street 
ob- 


structions. The message follow!-: 


"To ths City Council of* the City of 


Oakland. Gentlemen: In 
the 
early 


history oC Oakland your predecessors 
passed certain ordinances that by them 
titles were intended to prevent 
en- 


croachments upon the public streets, 
but ivhich really authorized the exclus- 
ive use by individuals of portions of 
the streets, and to that extent 
en- 


croachment upon the rights ot the gen- 
| eral public. These oidinances 
are 


I dated November IS, 1870; March 15, 


I 1872, and March 10, 1877 respectively. 


"It is an elementary principle of the 


law relating to cities that 
a 
City 


Council, unless specially authorized by 
the Legislature of the State so to do, 
has no power whatever to allow any 
encroachments upon the streets devot- 
ed to the use of the general 
public. 


This is because the city government 
is a trustee of the streets for the peo- 
ple. 
The Legislature of California has 


passed no law conferring upon the City 
Council any power to 
abridge 
the 


lights of the public to any portions ojt 
the public streets. The charter gives 
to your honorable body the power, by 
a general ordinance to prevent en- 
croachments iipon the streets, but does 
not grant the power to authorize ob- 
structions or 
encroachments. 
Not- 


withstanding the lack of power on the 
part of your predecessors to pass the 
ordinances in question, yet, as they are 
on our municipal statute books, they 
are an obstacle in the way of the ex- 
ecutive department when attempting 
to enforce the law for the protection 
of the public. For example, one of 
these ordinances purports to allow 
eighteen inches of the sidewalk to be 
used 
in displaying merchandise for 


sale. Advantage Is taken of the ord- 
inance in many cases to occupy much 
more than eighteen inches of the side- 
walk. For the executive to disregard 
the ordinance altogether and sweep 
off ail obstructions to the free passage 
of the people, seems to many harsh 
and oppressive. I therefore 
respect- 


fully request the repeal of these ord- 
inances that are both void and obsolete 
so that the executive may not be ham- 
pered by them in efforts to protect the 
rights of the public. I beg to suggest 
that the enclosed draft of a repealing 
ordinance will attain the desired ob- 
ject.

GEORGF A. KNIGHT, WHO MADE A MASTERLY AD- 


DRESS LAST NIGHT IN NEW YORK CITY BEFORE PRESI- 
DENT ROOSEVELT AND 2000 GUESTS. 
Speech Made By California Orator 


in New York City at Lincoln's 


Birthday Banquet. 


NEW YORK. February 
14.—Before 


more than 2,000 guests seated about 
banquet tables, George A. Knight, oE 
fian Francisco, California, delivered a 
masterly address last evening, the oc- 
casion being the Lincoln birthday din- 
ner at the Waldorf Astoria. 


The address made by Mr. Knight 


•was in response to 
the toast, "The 


Republican 
Party 
of 
the 
United 


States of America." 


The eloquent words of the speakei 


were listened to uith great attention 
by the guests, and his words \yere fre- 
quently punctuated with applause. 


The first speaker 
was 
President 


Roosevelt, whose addtess was listened 
to 
with 
respectful 
attention 
and 


brought storms of applause. 


Then followed 
Mr. Knight. 
After 


him came Senator Dolliver. and the 
fourth and last on the list of regular 
speakers was the Attoiney General of 
the United Slates. 


Following is the complete address 


delivered by Mr. Knight: 


KNIGHT'S ADDRESS, 


"The high honor you have extended 


me by an invitation to be present to- 
iiight at this memorable gathering in 
honor 
of a. name that is devoutly 


worshipped by all Americans is one I 
deeply upprec'iate. 


"Here in tins busy, active, grand old 


city, in the very heart of 
business, 


politics and national progress, I find 
the elements conducive to a \\aken the 
spirit of 
American 
patriotism, al- 


though I fail in words to respond to 
the honored toast: 


"'The 
Republican 
Paity 
of 
the 


United State.-, ot America.' 


"In no other Kind can a picture like 


the one of tonight be seen by the eye of 
man. Here sits as an individual, and 
a citizen of this groat nation, one who 
lepresents eighty mil'ion people, in all 
o;' their diveisifled individual interests, 
with no 
robe or 
crown of 
impeiuil 


power, and r.o title that claims kin- 
ship with the doctrine of the divine 
right of kings. He is heie an Ameri- 
can, joining 
in commemorating 
the 


bn th of one whose life was like the 
'Star of Bethlehem'—that wise men I 
followed and caught the inspiration of 
the sacred tone that spoke of 'Peace on I 
f.'.rth. good w i l l tou ard men.' 


"It seems tnat our Ameiican idea of I 


self-government was inspire! by the | 
Iculy Nazarine himself. 
He stood on 


the shores of Gahlee. w i t h no thought 
but to 
teach, elevate, enlighten 
and 


sava mankind and by procent and ex- 
ample ever pointing to the diamond of 
a pure fajth: not seeking tnp titled 
Roman or 'he high-born of the land for 
his constant companions ami r-o-work- 
€rs, 
but the honest, sun-tanned, hard- 


vorkimr, 
simple-minded 
t'isheimen, 


having a rank or title and ben:in? no

FAILURE IN SIGHT. 


"This idea, taught and given man by 


divinity, struggled for life in the old 
world for sixteen hundred years, but 
could not break down the impenetra- 
ble walls between the aristocrat and the 
poor. The struggle was about to end 
in the failure of right, when intelli- 
gence was leceivetl that far across an 
unknown ocean there was a land open- 
ed for and inviting civilization whose 
central idea was to teach the doctrine 
of: man's equality. 


"There 
wns 
another 
prerogative 


granted man, bequeathed to him by 
his Creator—that of being a free agent 
individually—which 
could 
never be 


fully exercised in the Old "World, and 
the advocates 
oC freedom, reasoning 


that man's social and governmental re- 
lation should be fashioned by the same 
law that directed him as an individual, 
demanded that the individual, socially 
and governmentally, be founded on the 
same broad basis of freedom. 
These 


ideas ciossed the ocean and sought 
America as the Mecca of their hope. 
For years they fought for life on this 
Continent, encountering grim-visaged 
war, 
suffering and deprivation in all 


its forms, and were obstructed by the 
same enemies of freedon encountered 
'n the Old World. Despotism seemed 
to chill every hope that came from the 
hearthstone of either. 
The clouds of 


America's future 
seemed ,laden with 


fear, and 
the heavens once _ radiant 


were to be clouded and darkened with 
desnair. The handwriting of thraldom 
\\-ai being penciled on the uncompleted 
walls of the nation— 
" 'When men of honor, men of feeling, 
Men oE thought and men of fame, 
C'talmins equal rights to sunshine 
In a man's enobling name,' 
"lightened the heavens with the idea 
of self-government, and out of a suc- 
cessful war wrotp a constitution for 
self-government 
that 
became 
the 


Ma?na Charta of the world. 
Out of 


successful war was born the necessity 
for self-government, and self-govern- 
ment made imperative a written con- 
stitution 
embracing 
two 
ideas— 


equality of man and guaranteeing to 
the humblest individual liberty in its 
fullest sense. 


WERE STATESMEN. 


"The framers of our Federal Consti- 


tution were not partisans in its ac- 
cepted sense; they were statesmen who 
builded the foundation of government 
so securely and steadfast that the 
bo-use of their creation was transform- 
ed into a mansion of Liberty, Law and 
Prog'-ess. commanding the respect and 
praise of the civilized world. Under

"It needed no prophetic mind to 


know that the work of the Republican

preserve the dignity of its labor, es- 
tablish a national credit, equip and

from the same canteen, follow the 
same flag-, and that the country would 
be dotted with thousands of nameless 
graveTs, would they have halted

Union? 
In 
my 
Judgment, 


NEVER! 
In the face of it all, they 


were Americans bent on .Union, and 
it remains a fact today, and will, until 
the end of time, that we have a Gov- 
ernment, and that dear old flag is the 
result of 
the indefatigable 
energy 


and patriotism of 
that 
Organization 


known as the Republican party. 


OTHERS HELPED. 


"Here I may be subjected to some 


criticism, 
and 
the 
question asked, 


Did 
not 
others 
outside 
of 
the 


organization 
of 
the 
Republican 


party 
help' to 
save 
the 
Union? 


I say Yes, but in a form of government, 
like ours, that govern and rule by 
party 
organization, the 
dominating 


force that fought for the principles of 
liberty and right was the organiza- 
tion known as the Republican party. 
IF no Republican party had been 
at 


Lincoln's side, a dissolution of

Union would have been a fact after 
the first shot at our flag at Sumpter. 
Had there been no Democratic organi-

twenty minutes. I may be inexact as 
to time, but you get my idea. 


"The war came to an end. Price- 


less lives of the Blue and Gray had 
passed 
on 
Into 
Death's 
dateless 


night. 
Debt, almost as terrible as 


war, was left behind. 
The Republi-' 


can party wrote .its promise of honor 
to pay, and it became as current as 
gold among the nations of the earth. 
It re-established the erring sovereign 
States into 
a more perfect 
Union, 


hardly letting them know that they 
had been wanderers, and never omit- 
ted their stars from our flag. It made 
a new South, with words of good will, 
transformed their battle-fields 
into 


farms of cotton and corn, and bade 
the mountains of inexhaustible coal 
and iron pay tribute to their busy 
mills. 
She is back again, where na- 


ture and her people destined her to 
be, a most prosperous factor in our 
nation of free men. 


TIE THAT BINDS. 


"The principles of protection hive 


made them strong, but above and be- 
yond all law is a tie that should ever 
bind us close to our brothers of the 
sunny South: We are of one race, of 
one blood, and no enactment of man 
can ever prevail over nature's su- 
preme law. 


"The statesmanship of our Republi- 


can leaders is more than magnified 
by the conditions confronting us on 
the Pacific Coast today. 
The politi- 
cal sagacity of a Seward in the pur- 
chase of Alaska marked another era 
in our acquisition of territory neces- 
sary for our national progress and 
prosperity, arid had it not been for the 
'scuttle policy' that crept into a na- 
tional policy at too early a day, when 
the importance of the Pacific Coast 
was scarcely known and clearly mis- 
understood, we'd have had an un- 
broken sea-coast line from the Gulf 
of California to Behring Sea, and no 
alien flag sailing from a foreign port 
competing with our commerce- could 
aid in driving the American flag from 
the high seas. For over forty years 
the Republican party has 
protected 


our 
manufacturing 
industries 
and 


worked diligently for a home market 
that Is the marvel of the age. 
Stat- 


istics 
are 
unnecessary—England, 


France and Germany are seeking out- 
lets for their surplus products. Dur- 
ing the last fifty years the European 
manufactures have risen from 
five 


billion to fifteen billion of dollars. 


"This increase of production has led 


European powers to acquire trop- 
ical possessions one-half greater than 
Europe. 
Their increase of manufact- 
ures was three-fold, while under the 
fostering 
care of 
the 
Republican 


party our own manufactures have in- 
creased six-fold, and we, too, must 
find an outlet for our surplus. 


FIRST BATTLE. 


"The flrst battle the 
Republican 


party won was wresting our own mar- 
ket 
from the grasp of 
the foreign 


manufacturer, turning the current of 
trade, so that now we export more 
than we import to the tune of billions 
of dollars.

If boxing was more thoroughly un- 


derstood we would not have Senator 
Ralston or anybody else bucking the 
game in California. 


But let us look at football and la- 


crosse. 


Persons wlio attend a game and do 


not see a doctor run on the field with 
his tools,-or see a player get Knocked 
out, is disappointed. 


SAY IT'S BRUTAL.

company more than fifty per cent of 
the 
volume, which averages about 


10,000,000 gallons per day. 


"2.- Slaughtering of Rates. 
The 


private water company would set the 
pace for the city, and in order to get 
business the city would be compelled 
to follow, if not to offer the Induce- 
ment of lower rates. The average 
rate received by the Contra Costa 
Water Company in 1902 was, as nearly 
as may be determined, about 16 1-2 
cents per 1000 gallons. It is safer to 
say that, under the fierceness of such 
rivalry, the average rate would drop 
to at least 10 cents per 1000 gallons, 
for during the war between the Con- 
tra Costa and Oakland companies it 
went far below that figure. With 
these assumptions, which are 
too 


favorable to the'city, we have a pos- 
sible business of 5,000,000 gallons per 
day, which, at ten 
cents per 1000, 


would yield a gross income of $500 
per .day, 
$182,500 per year, with

plus operating expenses and renewals. 
Is it a sufficient answer to say that 
during such a struggle the loss to the 
city would meet its compensation in 
the reduction of the total cost for 
water furnished to the consumers? It 
is doubtful whether, at the end of a 
year this would-be the sentiment of 
the taxpayers. But assume it to be 
true, what provision could be made 
to meet a certain and a large deficit 
out of the city's total revenue, which, 
in 1903 was $719,556.40, and of which 
$«3,990.30 was absorbed in wages 
and salaries, leaving a balance of only 
$300,000, that was found to be utterly 
inadequate for the other and pressing 
needs of the "city."
